Joe Elrod (CM #7) 

Arthur Clyde Mast was born May 28, 1892 at Sugar 
Grove, Watauga County, N. C., the tenth child anct 
seventh son of 13 children born to Noah T. and Lucinda 
Adams Mast. In 1910 A. C. went to Washington State 
to work in wheat fields, herd cattle, and break horses. 
For this he earned $35 per month. He returned to Sugar 
Grove and married Jennie Edna Bingham on May 12, 
1912; they had seven children. 

The building which housed the A. C. Mast General 
Store was built by J. C. Mast on a quarter acre of land 
bought Jan. 27, 1903 for $44. Ownership of the two- 
story building changed hands several times before 1917 
when A. C. bought the store from his brother Milton 
McLean Mast. A. C. was sole operator of the store until 
1947 when he took in three partners: his son Edward 
B., his son-in-law Ray A. Farthing, and his brother-in- 
law Finley Bingham. Ray Farthing subsequently bought 
the store and eventually sold it to the Cable Brothers 
who closed it in the early 1970’s. Tokens in 
denominations of 50, 100, 250, 500, and $1.00 were 
used to pay customers for farm produce, roots, herbs, 
and animal furs.

For a number of years tokens from four general stores in 
the area could be spent at any of the stores: A. C. Mast 
Store, Sugar Grove; W. W. Mast Store, Valle Crucis 
(W. W. was a brother of A. C. Mast); T. L. Mast Store, 
Brushy Fork (T. L. was another brother of A. C.); and 
the Valle Crucis Company, Valle Crucis (Aubyn 
Farthing, manager). The store owners met from time to 
time to exchange tokens spent among the stores. But 
someone discovered the name and address of the token 
maker and ordered some tokens for the A. C. Mast Store 
and spent a large number in the Valle Crucis Company 
store. The “counterfeiters” were caught, but use of 
tokens (locally known as “due bills”) was soon 


discontinued. A. C. Mast subsequently handed out 
many of his tokens as business cards.

THE CAPITOLA 
STORE OF 
MARSHALL, NC 


Bob King (CM #31) 

The tiny river town of Marshall in Madison County is 
home to several interesting tokens. The Capitola Store 
Token is rare and a nice textile related token. Marshall 
has been flooded many times and the flood levels are 
marked on the side of some river facing buildings. 


THE CAPITOLA / (ORN) / STORE / (ORN) / 
MARSHALL, N.C. // GOOD FOR / $100 / IN

This store opened June 1904 in “J.R. Swann’s old 
stand”. It is listed in 1905 and 1906 as a general store 
owned by Capitola Manufacturing Company and 
managed by J.R. Swann. Capitola Manufacturing 
Company made cotton yarn from 1904 through 1926. 
This is a smaller dollar token than most. An 
advertisement in the local newspaper for the business 
went as follows. 

"The largest and best selected stock 
of general merchandise ever opened in 
Marshall and solicit a liberal share 
of your patronage. J.R. Swann, 
Manager". 

The old mill building still stands and is owned by the 
town of Marshall. A hydroelectric plant still remains 
and is called Capitola Hydroelectric Plant, owned by 
French Broad Electric. 
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THE CHISOLM TOKENS I New Finds from South 
OF ASHEVILLE, NC |_Carolina 


Bob King (CM #31) 

Charles H. Chisolm was a “colored” grocer from 1922 
through 1965. His business was located at the corner of 
Grail and Max Street in Asheville. On the tokens 
“Mack” is a die cutting error. Chisolm’s home was the 
same location. The tokens are described below.

The Beaufort Veneer & Package Company 


Tony Chibbaro (CM #2) 

In the last issue of CARTSNEWS, I discussed the discovery of a postcard which led to the attribution of 
one of my long-standing maverick tokens. In this article I would like to delve deeper into the connection which 
often exists between postcards and trade tokens. Pictured below is a postcard that I recently purchased from the 
eBay auction site. From its title you can readily tell that the lumber mill pictured is that of the Beaufort Veneer and 
Package Company. The company was listed in business directories from 1909 to 1933 as a manufacturer of veneers, 
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packing crates, vegetable baskets, and barrels. The mill was founded by a Capt. Townsend, operated by his son 
Howard Townsend until the latter’s death in 1924, and then run by the latter’s wife, Mrs. Anna Townsend, until the 
Great Depression forced it to close. 



This company issued trade tokens, which is no surprise, as many lumber companies did so in the early 
1900s. The tokens from this company are quite rare today. Pictured below is the only known specimen, which I 
purchased on eBay about 12 months ago. The token brought only a modest sum, despite its being a rare lumber 
token. I believe this was because the initials on the token did not readily reveal its identity as a lumber token. In 
fact, I didn’t even know what they meant until I looked up the company in my business directories.

The postcard also has a connection to a second token-issuing business. On the back of the card in small 
letters at the left margin are the words “Published by Chas. G. Luther, Ph.G., Druggist, 124 Bay Street, Beaufort, 
S.C.” Dr. Charles Luther operated a drug store in Beaufort from 1907 until his death in the 1950s. I’m sure that this 
postcard dates from the early days of Luther’s business and is probably one of a series of cards he published of 
scenes from the Beaufort area. I wonder how many more of Beaufort’s token-issuing firms are pictured on one of 
his postcards. Perhaps there is even a card out there somewhere picturing the interior of Luther’s own drugstore! 
Pictured below is one of tokens that Luther used in his store, one of only two known specimens. The “Ph. G.” on 
the postcard and the token stands for “Pharmacy Graduate.”
